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shall be from January 19, 1872, the date of his appoint-
ment, to the end of the present session. 

SECTION 3. There is hereby appropriated out of the Appropriated. 
general fund in the state treasury, a sum sufficient to 
pay the amount authorized by this act. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in . 
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 97. 

[Published April 3, 1872.] 

AN ACT to appropriate a certain sum of money therein named 
to the governor for the relief of the sufferers by fire in the coun-
ties of Brown, Oconto, Door and Kewaunee. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SzerioN 1. There is hereby appropriated to the Appropriated. 
governor of the state, the sum of nine thousand and 
eighty-five dollars and sixteen cents, out of any money 
in the general fund not otherwise appropriated, for the 
relief of the sufferers by the fire of October, 1871, to 
be expended under the direction and approval of the 
governor for the purpose of rebuilding school houses 
and bridges injured or destroyed by fire in the coun-
ties of Brown, Oconto, Door and Kewaunee, and for 
such other purposes as the governor may, in his judg-
ment, consider will best aid and promote the interest of 
the sufferers. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
